caused scenes of the wildest disorder 
at ay meeting of citizens here in the 
rotunda in support ot the Irish parlia- 
mentary fund. The Gaelic league is 
opposed to giving King Edward a 
friendly welcome on his coming visit 
to Ireland. 


Timothy Harrftigton, lord mayor of 


Dublin, was in the chair. While John 
Redmond was addressing the audi- 
ence Mrs. McBride, formerly Miss 
Maude Gonne, advanced to the plat- 
form and interrupted the proceedings 
by asking Ix)rd Mayor Harrington 
whether he Intended, as head of th*3 
municipality, to oppose the presenta- 
tion of an address of welcome to the 
king. Mr. Harrington replied in an 
evasive way. Mrs. McBride insisted 
on a direct answer, whereupon scenes 
of the wildest disorder occurred and 
prevented John Redmond from contin- 
uing his speech. 


The members of the Gaelic league 


tried to storm the platform amid cues, 
of "put them out." Fierce collisions 
between the Gaelic leaguers and the 
other members of the assembly oc- j 
curred. Chairs were hurled to and 
from the platform and many persons 
were injured in the desperate efforts 
made to eject the disturbers and to re- 
itore order. John O'Donnell, member 
of parliament for South Mayo, was in- 
jured in the head during the scu^lc. 
Many persons fled from the hall. .John 
Redmond persevered in continuing his 
•peech and eventually a semblance of 
order was regained and a resolution 
In accordance with the object of the 
meeting was carried.

curdling was the recital, coming from 
one who had seen it all 'and whose 
eyes were filled with terror at the ev- 
ery remembrance. 


Neafees, who Is not quite 
thirty 


years old, of dark complexion, over 


at Kanoub. 


"The day before I fled from Kishi- 


neff, Benjamin and Steffan were lit- 
erally torn to pieces, cut, hacked, 
stamped up. And it was Kanoub who 
showed the cowardly mob where to 
find Steffan and Benjamin. Think of 
it! Think of it! Only, two years ago 
tve were all comrades and now one of 
our number betrays two others. 


"The only thing that saved me from 


Kanoub and his gang was the badge 
I wore, showing that I was an agent 
of the brotherhood. They didn't dare 
to touch me. 


"Damn you, Kanoub, curse you, 


damn you, I'll get you yet!" and as he 
said it, Neafees pounded the tin-type 
with his fist and dramatically ran his 
fingers through his hair.

To a 
New York Tribune reporter Mr Pink- 
ham said: 


"This process will make a better 


steel at a cost of about 2 cents a pound 
than any steel I have ever seen, even 
that metal that retails at 90 cents a 
pound. By Its use old steel tools, even 
those that have been burned and are 
supposed worthless, can be made as 
good as the finest grade. Just by bund 
work I can transform 200 pounds of 
steel a day from ten cent to fifty cent 
steel."

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley continues to 


guard the food experiments which he 
is conducting with a doze* or more 
clerks in his department with the 
greatest secrecy, under orders from 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, says 
a Washington special dispatch to the 
New York Herald. Nevertheless, as the 
young men are not kept indoors all the 
time, it is impossible to conceal any 
effects which 'the poisoned food may 
have upon the subjects of the experi- 
ments. 


Although there have been no marked 


changes in any of the young men so 
far as .health is concerned, it has de- 
veloped within the last few days that 
all who have been at the doctor's table 
are taking on a delicate pink complex- 
ion which, it is said, would be the envj: 
of any young miss in the kind. It is 
not thought that this is due to the 
borax which has been given to the 
young men in their food for the last 
few months, but to some chemical in- 
gredient which has been mixed with 
the food unknown to the subjects. 


This change in the doctor's boarders 


caused some concern at first until a 
thorough examination was made of all 
of the young men and they were found 
to be in a perfectly healthy condition. 


The only admission that will be made 


at the department is that all the drugs 
used in the food htive up to date proved 
absolutely harmless. The pink com- 
plexion gives the men a healthy ap- 
pearance, such as would result from a 
good circulation of- the blood brought 
on by outdoor exorcise. 
No one en- 


gaged in the experiments has been 
able to determine what chemical has 
produced this c! ;mge, or if he Las he 
will not tell. 


"It's this waj." said one of the board- 


ers. "Some timo SIKO we began notic- 
ing that our complexions were getting 
clearer. 
We dkln't think anything 


about it at first, but after awhile, when 
it was seen that all of us were pink 
cheeked, we began to believe that it 
was some chemlcnl they were putting 
in our rations now. We don't know 
exactly what it is, but we think that 
they stopped t;.t> borax course some 
time ago. Therefore It must be the 
other drug. 


"Then* was one fellow at the ob- 


servation table who had a complexion 
when he first came to the bureau like 
one of the fifty-seven varieties. Now 
his own girl wouldn't know him. He 
has a skin like the inside of a straw- 
berry. Since the freckles and bumps 
and things have disappeared from his 
face he is a mighty proud boarder, if 
be does eat chemicals. 


"Some of the boarders arc worse 


than others—or better, I guess you'd 
say—but we all have rosy cheeks, and 
no mistake. Why, we're getting so 
we're ashamed to go on the streets. 
The girls turn around and look at us. 
It's embarrassing." 


Dr. Wiley says that he is not yet 


ready to make his report on the first 
stage of the experiments, known as the 
borax stage.

MILBURN'S COURAGE. 


Chance Which Brought Fame to the 


Senate'* Blind Chaplain. 


Few clergymen in America are better 


known than was the late Rev. W. H. 
Mllburn, who was for so many terms 
the "blind chaplain" of the national 
house of representatives and of the 
senate, says Youth's Companion. The 
story, vouched for In various biogra- 
phies, of his first election to that honor 
IB entirely to the credit of his fidelity 
and of the better feelings of the legis- 
lators who saw reason to propose his 
name. 


In 1846, when traveling as a circuit 


preacher, he was sent from St. Louis to 
Wheeling, W. Va. On the boat were 
several congressmen, going to Wash- 
ington, some of whom shocked the 
young minister by their reckless speech 
and habits. They "swore outrageous- 
ly, drank whisky to excess and played 
cards day and night." 


One of the days of the long river 


Journey was Sunday, and Mr. Milbura 
was asked to preach. 
The offending 


congressmen were present to hear him, 
and at the close of an appropriate dis- 
course he addressed them directly and 
solemnly denounced their actions in the 
plainest language. He told them he 
had supposed that the representatives 
of the nation at its capital were repre- 
sentatives of its character as well as 
of Its intellect, but If I am to judge 
the nation by you,** said he, "I can 
come to no other conclusion than that 
it is composed of profane swearers, 
card players and drunkards." 


He told them that ns an American 


citizen he felt disgraced by their ex- 
ample, and after charging them with 
Its terrlbl* effect upon th« youth of the 
land he gave them warning that un- 
tess they repented and turned to right- 
eousness their own end was certain" 
fufn under the punishment of Al-
